(g) When flags of two or more nations are displayed, they 
are to be flown from separate staffs of the same height, The flags 
Should be of approximately equal size. International usage forbids 
the display of the flag of one nation above that of another nation 
in time of peace. 


(h) When the flag of the United States is displayed from a 
staff projecting horizontally or at an angle from the window 
sill balcony or front of a building ,the union of the flag should 
be placed at the peak of the staff unless the flag is at half staff, 
When the flag is suspended over a sidewalk from a rope ex- 
tending from d house to a pole at the edge of the side walk, the 
flag should be hoisted out, union first, from the building. 


(i) When the flag is displayed otherwise than by being flown 
{rom a staff, it should be displayed flat, whether indoors or out, 
or so suspended that its folds fall as free as though the flag were 
staffed. 


G) When the flag is displayed over the middle of the street, 
it should be suspended vertically with the union to the north in 
an east and west street or to the east in a north and south street

SELF RELIANCE: YOUTH'S FORMULA FOR SUCCESS

In our society, parental discipline is often dir- 
ected at one of two undesirable extremes. On the 
hand, we have the parent who shows very little 
interest in the activities of their children, allow- 
ing sons and daughters to do solely as they wish. 2 
The draw-back of this phillosophy in obvious. The 
error in the other extrem@ is not so easily de- 
tected. The over-protective parent-acts as he does 
because his love for his child won't permit him to. 
expose that child to the mitsakes of life. 

A week from now the Seniors will be taking one of the 
major steps in their lives: graduation from high school At the 
same time they will be graduating from the dependence upon 
their ts into a world of responsibility. Whether or not they 
will sutvive this step depends largely on the way they can handle 
this same responsibility and how they can cope with new situa- 
tions without having to fall back on "Mommy and Daddy" for 
help. 


Every year an appalling number of college students and job 
applicants do not make the grade simply because they never 
have had to think for themselves or to manage their own af- 
fairs. When this new way of life is thrust upon them, they are 
often unable to withstand the strain of this newly found self- 
dependence. 

This situation can be remedied in only one way: for the 
parents of teenagers in their formative years to give them more 
responsibilities and help them to develope а more self-sustaining 
outlook on life. By this, I don't mean to just turn a teenager 
loose with no obligation to respect his parents wishes. 

‘Thesparents should have certain restrictions and expecta- 
tion of children, since they have been around a while longer 
and can help us profit from their experience. But when a boy 
and girl have reached the high school age it is time for them to 
be given a little trust and respect for their judgement by their 
elders. M 

I feel that parents who t-y to place too many restrictions 
on their sons and daughters will find those very same sons and 
daughters more prone to get in trouble than the parents who 
are willing to let their youngsters use their own judgement in de- 
iding what's right and what's wrong. 

Many parents tend to tell their high school adolescents when 
and how to do just about everything; they tell Johnny when 
to brush his teeth, what shoes he should wear, what books he, 
sliould read, when he may take a dip in the pool, and where 
he must go to college. These parents just can't seem to realize 
that Johnny is a big boy now; he can stand on his own two feet. 
He is an individual, and should be respected as such. He has a 
mind of his own, and unless all of the Johnnies across the nation 
are allowed to use that mind in making some REAL decisions, 
this nation — supposedly the greates on earth — will soon be 
overflowing with eloquent talking dictators, and the individual- 
ism upon which this country was founded will be no more.
